Mr. John Foster, Senior Professor 
Schenectady, N. Y., died on Oct. 19 in a Boston hospital, 
at the age of 86 years. He graduated from Union Colleg: 
in 1835, and in 1836 was appointed a cutor there. In 180 
he was appointed Adjunct Professor in Natural Philoso- 
phy. It is stated that it was owing to his lectures on 
engineering field work in 1842 and his subsequent labors 
that the Department of Civil Engineering was established 
at Union in 1845. 


Mr. John White Hobart, for many years connected with 
the Central Vermont R. R., died at St. Albans, Vt., on Oct. 
17, at the age of GS years. Mr. Hobart entered the service 
of the above railway in 1847, in the construction depart- 
ment, and rose from that position to General Superintend- 
ent, which office he held from 1873 to June 1, 1891, when 
he resigned on account of ill health. He was also Presi- 
dent of the Ogdensburg & Lake Champlain R. R. 
1884 to June 1, 1897. 


Rear-Admiral John Lorimer Worden, retired, commander 
of the ‘“‘Monitor’’ during its famous engagement with the 
‘‘Merrimac,"’ died at his home in Washington, D. C., on 
Oct. 18, at the age of S80 years. From April, 1863, to 
February, 1866, he superintended the construction of iron- 
clads, his eyesight-having been permanently injured by a 
wound received during the above engagement.

quest, was placed on the retired list by a special act of 
Congress.

Prof. Charles Edwards Colby.Professor of Organic Chem- 
istry in the School of Chemistry, Columbia University, 
died in New York city, Oct. 15. He was born Oct. 18. 
1855, in Lawrence, Mass., and graduated from Columbia 
College in 1877 with the degrees of civil engineer and en- 
gineer of mines. He became associated with Dr. Chas. F. 
Chandler, Professor of Chemistry, and held that position 
until the chair in organic chemistry was created for him 
in 1889. He gained an international reputation through 
his writings on scientific subjects, and was made a mem- 
ber of the national chemical societies of France and Ger- 
many. 


Mr. George Mortimer Pullman, President of Pullman‘s 
Palece Car Co., died suddenly of heart disease at his 
heme, in Chicago, on Oct. 19. Mr. Pullman was born in 
Chautauqua Co., N. Y., in 1831. From the age of 14 to 
17 he werked in a village store in Westfield, N. Y., after 
which he took up cabiret-making with his brother and 
building-moving with his father, the latter having a 
high local reputation for such work. Soon after George 
attained his majority his father died and he succeeded 
to his father’s business, taking several contracts for moy- 
ing buildings on the line of the Erie Canal, during its 
enlargement in the 50’s. After this he went to Chicago, 
continuing with great success his work as a contractor 
for raising and moving buildings. About 1855 Mr. Pull- 
tran became acquainted with Mr. Ben Field, of Albion, 
N. Y., who was interested in the Woodruff Sleeping Car 
Co. Mr. Field applied to Mr. Pullman for financial aid, 
and in 1859 the two entered into a contract to run sleep- 
ing cars over the Chicago & Alton R. R. Mr. Pullman 
soon bought out Mr. Field’s interest for $2,500 cash. 
There were two of these sleeping cars, merely ordinary 
coaches provided with berths at slight expense, the price 
of which was but 50 cts. per night. In 1861 Mr. Pullman 
went to Pike’s Peak, where he remained until 1864. Upon 
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returning to Chicago he began the development of the 


cars that now bear his name. The first car was catled 


the “‘Pioneer,’’ and among its earliest runs was one be 
tween Chicago and Springfield in the funeral train of 
Abraham Lincoln. On Washington's birthday, 1867, Mr 
Pullman and others incorporated the Pullman's Palac: 


Car Co., of which he was president until his death 
1880 Mr. Pullman began to build his model town of Pull 


man, now within the city limits of Chicago, establishing 
shops there in addition to those at Detroit. Mr. Pullman's 
refusal, in 1894, to restore the rate of wages previously 
paid his employees resulted first in a strike among his 
own men and finally in the great sympathetic strik 
the railways entering Chicago, still fresh in the memories 
of all. Mr. Pullman was president of the New York Loa 
& Improvement Co., which built the line of the Metropoli i 
tan Elevated R. R., in New York city, and was prom: ; 
nently identified with a large number of railways and 
other enterprises His wife, two sons, Geo. M., Jr., and 
Sanger W., and two daughters, survive him

The old bridge was built by Timothy 
Palmer, and, with the exception of the Burr truss, at 
Waterford, N. Y., over the Hudson River, built in 1801, 
was the oldest wooden bridge in the United States.
